Friday Host a Mystery, as It Is 
Denied Million Population

Word came to St. Louis fram Oyster 
Bay Friday that Theodore Roosevelt will 
be in St. Louis two days next week, in- 
stead of one, as originally planned. A 
telegram to this effect came to the Post- 
Dispatch by way of New York.

City. 

Kansas City Trip Unlikely. 
According to the announcement made 
Friday the Colonel, unless he changes 
his mind, will omit the visit to Kansas 
City and remain in St. Louis Friday. 
News that Roosevelt would likely be 
here two days was received with expres- 
sions of surprise by members of the Mil- 
lion Population Club and the Roosevelt 
Club. ¢ .

ment on its own merits. He urged all 
public-spirited citizens of St. Louis to 
extend open hands to every important 
new enterprise. 

A. Wachman, a wagonmaker, one of 
the delegation, then approached the 
Mayor and, shaking his finger at him, 
exclaimed: 

“You point to a precedent that has 
been set by which thousands of dollars 
were paid for the vacation of streets 
and alleys during your administration. 
We need this industry. If you officials 
have robbed fellows before, for God’s 
sake quit robbing. I know that many 
industries have been driven from the 
city. From now on, Mr. Kreismann, 
you ought to do the right thing.’’ 

Wachman, who was red with excite- 
ment, started for his seat, but was re- 
called by the Mayor, who said: 

“I regret exceedingly if your state- 
ment is true. When you elected me you 
took me for better or worse. I ask you 
whether you know of one factory or en- 
terprise that has been driven away by 
virtue of any legislation enacted or 
pending under my administration.”’ 

“That was before you got in,’’ admit- 
ted Wachman. 

“Then I’m not responsible,’’ said the 
Mayor quickly. 

“Well, don’t begin it now,’’ retorted 
the fiery wagonmaker as he went to his 
place near the wall.

CHICAGO, March 2?2.—C losing argu- 
ments in the trial of the 10 Chicago 
meat packers were stopped today by the 
iliness of H. I. Bucklin of Dundee, II1., 
a juror. Court was adjourned until 
later in the day, when, if Bucklin has 
recovered, Special Counsel Pierce Butler 


will begin his closing argument for the 
Govrnment. 
Special Counsel Pierce Butler was to 
make the final argument to the jury 
for the Government at the morning ses- 
sion, after which Judge Carpenter was 
to deliver his instructions to the jury. 
The trial of the packers, which began 
Dec. 6, is the closing chapter of a legal 
battle waged nine years by the Govern- 
ment against the big packers. 
The heads of the packing companies 
in the proceedings are named as indi- 
vidual defendants and a verdict of 
guilty under the law would make them 
liable to either a fine of $5000 each or 
imprisonment for one year, or both pen- 
alties.

In a brief address on “‘Saving the Ba- 
bies,” Dr. E. W. Saunders of St. Louis 
told the delegates Friday the first step 
teward reducing infant mortality should 
be the abolishing of the housefly or, at 
Phy rate, the thorough barricading of 
the baby’s quarters, to keep the pest 
out. 

“All kinds of insect pests are the dev- 
il’s agents,”’ said Dr. Saunders, ‘‘but the 
fly is the devil himself. The best of 
care is of no avail if he is left free to 
carry disease germs everywhere. The 
purest milk will not save a child’s life 
if flies are permitted to fall into it or 
hover around the vessels in which it is 
contained. The fly leaves death in his 
Wake.”

MEN ONCE FOUND 
GUILTY OF ROBBERY 


Mills Nolles’ Case Against For- 
mer Marshal and a Deputy 
Constable. 


ANOTHER IS ACQUITTED 

One Man Gets Two Years for 

Theft From Meramec High- 
lands’ Saloon. 





Louis Armentrout, former Marshal 
of Kirkwood, and Deputy Constable Al- 
bert Lazier of Bonhomme Township 
were freed of the charge of robbery, of 
which they once were convicted, when 
Prosecuting Attorney Mills of St. Louis 
County entered a nolle prosequi in their 
cases. 

James and William House, Armen- 
trout and Lazier were convicted last 
year of robbing the cash register of a 
Meramec Highlands saloon of $498. Pe- 
ter Gounis, proprietor of the saloon, said 
the two officials were called in to ar- 
rest the Houses, who were robbing the 
place, and entered the place with drawn 
weapons, but did nothing to prevent 
the robbery. 

All were sentenced to renitentiary 
terms, but the conviction was reversed 
by Judge McElhinney because the word 
‘“‘find’’ was omitted from the jury’s ver- 
dict. 

The defendants then took a sever- 
ance, and in the second trial of the 
House brothers, which ended Thurs- 
day, James House was found guilty of 
grand larceny and sentenced to the peni- 
tentiary for two years, and William 
House was acquitted. 

As the evidence did not point to 
Armentrout and Lazier as principals in 
the robbery, the Prosecuting Attorney 
decided they could be prosecuted only as 
accessories to grand larceny, a charge 
which, he says, would not be legally ad- 
missible. Therefore he dismissed their 
cases. 

Mills said Friday that if he had the 
cases to deal with again he would 
charge William House and Armentrout 
and Lazier only with exhibiting deadly 
weapons.

Trust’s Lawyer Wrote to Have- 
meyer About Pennsylvania 
Refinery Deal.

NEW YORK, March 22.—The ‘‘Cousin 


David’ letters that passed between 
Washington B. Thomas, head of the 
“Sugar Trust,’’ and his cousin, David 8. 
Stetson, containing confidential informa- 
tion gained by Stetson from Adolph Se- 
gal about the Pennsylvania Sugar Re- 
fining Co., have become part of the rec- 
ord in the trial of Thomas, John E. 
Parsons and other officials of the Amer- 
ican Sugar Refining Co. for alleged 
criminal violation of the Sherman law. 

Judge Hands’ decision to admit the 
letters, originally made public at the 
congressional sugar investigation, which 
counsel for the defense tried to keep 
out, was hailed as # strong point scored 
by the Government in support of its 
contention that the ‘‘trust’’ conspired to 
close its rivals’ plants. 

They were introduced after Samuel 
Untermeyer, the lawyer, had told how 
the “‘trust’’ refused to allow the Penn- 
Sylvania plant to run until Segal paid 
Gustav Kissel’s $1,260,000 loan of what 
is alleged to have been the ‘“‘trust’s’’ 
money to him; how the plant went into 
the hands of a receiver and how the 
‘trust’? had compromised for $2,000,000 a 
suit for damages brought by the bank- 
rupt company’s minority stockholders. 


Never Had Private Phone. 
One of the stories told about men 


prominent in Wall street affairs has it 
that John E. Parsons, shepherd of 
trusts and noted lawyer, never permit- 
ted a telephone in his private office 
tecause of the danger of intimate con- 
versations being overheard. What he 
had to say he wrote. 

Partial corroboration of the story 
came when United States District At- 
torney Wise read to the jurors some 
“spicy letters in a financial romance,’’ 
and he beamed with satisfaction. The 
lixeliest of the lot were written by Par- 
sons and the late Henry O. Havemeyer. 
They were described by Wise as fur- 
nishing complete proof of the Govern- 
ment’s charge of conspiracy in restraint 
of trade. 

Parsons frowned deeply when his con- 
fidentia] letters were read. 

It is the backbone of the case for the 
defense that the Sugar Trust had no 
intention of acquiring the Pennsylvania 
Sugar Refining Co. and closing it by 
lending to its bullder, Adolph Segal, $1,- 
$50,000 through Gustav E,. Kissel. This 
cefense was attacked by the reading of 
a letter in which the Government 
ciaims Parsons made admissions which 
are untenable with the defense. 

It is the Government’s comtention 
Segal wanted to repay the $1,250,000 loan, 
but was discouraged from doing so by 
the Sugar Trust, which wanted to re- 
tain the Pennsylvania company’s plant, 
The trust was constantly on guard to 
prevent Segal from becoming suspicious, 
A letter written May 31, 1904, illuminat- 
ing this situation, follows: 

“John E. Parsons, Esq.—Dear Sir: I 
think the best way is to refer Mr. Kis- 
sel to you, which I have done. Mr. 
Kissel has not been authorized to re- 
fuse the payment of any loan; Segal’s 
letter reads that way, but it is un- 
authorized. You will have to watch 
the matter very carefully and look out 
for Kissel. Yours truly, 

H. O. HAVEMEYER.” 


Told Kissel to Work for Delay. 
Advice in the matter was volunteered 


by Parsons in the following letter of 
June 7, 1904: 

“Mr. H. O. Havemeyer.—Dear Sir: 
Kissel! thinks that Segal has, or thinks 
that he has, an opportunity to sell out; 
that if he does sell the purchasers would 
wish to pay off the loan. I told Kisse) 
that he must not refuse, simply say 
that if a time were fixed when a tender 
is to be made he would meantime learn 
from his principals what their. instruc- 
tions are. 

‘Kissel says further that Segal tried 
to sell to Jarvie, that Jarvie offered 
him $2,000,000 and that Arbuckle went 
through the refinery. My only con- 
cern is that with the Wall street ideas 
which Kissel seems to entertain he 
may involve the transaction by some 
wrong movement. Rather than run 
any such risk, it may be better if a 
tender as absolutely made to accept 
it. I think so. I think, however, that 
the time should be shoved along as far 
as can be safely done. Yours truly, 

“JOHN BF. PARSONS.” 
Ten days later Parsons wrote this let- 
ter: 
“Mr. H. O. Havemeyer, president, 117 
Wall street.—Dear Sir—Segal is squirm- 
ing. His lawyer came to see me yester- 
day. I have a letter from him today. 
It looks to me doubtful whether he can 
arrange to make a tender. He wishes 
me to say that if made, you will accept 
it, in order that he can be free then 
to sell out his position. My answer is 
that I think that Segal should stand by 
the transaction as made. The mala 
point is not to say point blank that a 
tender will not be accepted. I think that 
the transaction will hurse itself along, 
at all events for considerable time. Mr. 
Kissel told me that he thought that 
Segal had secured a purchaser. As this 
lawyer put it yesterday, he is hoping 
to secure @ purchaser. Yours truly, 

“JOHN E. PARSONS.” 
Didn't Want a Majority. 

Bariy in 196 the Sugar Trust assumed 
the attitude of pressing Segal for pay- 
ment, but, the Government contends. 
there was always a loophole for Segal 
in the demands. The Sugar Trust did 
not want to actually own a majority 
interest in the Pennsylvania company 
for fear thy minority § stockholders 
would insist that the plant be operated, 
A letter written by Parsons to Have- 
March &, 1905, read: 








“After you left yesterday Mr. Kis- 


sel called. As the matter stands, he is 
trustee for us.. This puts a constraint 
upon him. If he were free, he mignt 
justify himself for taking sides with 
Segal. My judgment is rather in favor 
of keeping him in his trust position; if 
necessary saying to him in a courteous 
way that his position requires that he 
shall not act in our interest. 

“From what Mr. Kissel said, I learn 
that Mr. Segal talks with him. He 
says that Segal is to write me a note, 
which I shall receive today; that he has 
delayed, wishing first to fix a positive 
time when he could pay. Segal appar- 
ently is negotiating for a combination 
of his Pennsylvania refinery, the Feder- 
al and the Empire, and, as I assume, 
expects in this way to make a sale of 
his stock, and if not, to dispose of his 
apartment house bonds, etc., so as to 
pay. 

“If we were to sell Segal out, what 


| would you propose with reference to his 


majority. refinery stock? To buy it 
would mean a row with the minority 
stockholders. I will write you further 
as soon as I hear definitely from Segal. 

“If you think the matter should go 
before the board of determination, I 
shall bring it to the board’s notice 
at the next regular meeting, presuming 
it is unnecesasry to call a special meet- 
ing.

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. A LESSON ON CONSERVATION. 

The discovery in Pennsylvania of fron ore de- 
pokits estimated at a billion tons and increasing 
thé known supply in this country by more than 20 
per cent weakens further the grip of the Steel 
Trust, which, under pressure of prosecution, has 
jugt relinquished leases to the great Minnesota 
deposits. Previous to this discovery the “com- 
mercially available” deposits of iron ore in this 
cotntry were estimated at 4,462,940,000 tons, of 
wich 2,500,000,000, or about 55 per cent were 
controlled by the trust. With this new ore its 
percentage falls to 44. 

fables are also turned on another trust by the 
distovery of potash in the Mojave Desert of Cali- 
forhia. Deposits of this fertilizer in Germany are 
controlled by a combine with which the Gov- 
ernment seems to be in partnership, and the im- 
position of an export tax increasing its price to 
American farmers occasioned prolonged negotia- 
tions when Dr. Hill was Ambassador at Berlin.

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THE UNION ELECTRIC’S REDUCTION. 
Assuming that the announced reduction of rate 
by the Union BHlectric Light and Power Co. is 
genuine, and that the schedules will carry out 
the published promises, the company is to be 
rcommended for a wise and liberal policy. Com- 
pliance with the ordinance recommended by the 
Public Utility Commission is the more commenda- 
ble because the company has gained a point in 
its litigation against the rate-regulating ordi- 
nance. 
The Post-Dispatch persistently has urged upon 
public utility corporations the wisdom of the pol- 
icy of making reasonable concessions to public 
demands and accepting fair regulation. We urged 
the Union Electric to comply with the regulating 
ordinance without litigation. In the long run 
regulation will be sustained, and it is better vol- 
untarily to grant fair rates than to be forced to 
grant them with an accumulation of public sus- 
picion and hostility. 
Manager Einstein’s expectation of an increased 
ase of electricity with lower rates, is based upon 
sound business judgment. The company can well 
afford to take less profit and gain the good will 
of the public with continually increasing business. 
Freer use of electricity is good for the house- 
holder, the city and the corporation. 
Presumably, the case now pending in the courts 
in which the ordinance was invalidated on ac- 
count of the use of the word “fix” instead of 
“regulate” in the legislative act is unnecessary, 
but it would be well to have the act interpreted 


act, and if the existing law does not meet this 
need, we should have a better law. Perhaps the 
wiser course would be to have a new law creat- 
ing a State public utility commission, with power 
to regulate public service corporations. 
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Dr. W. P. Cutler, Missouri’s Wiley, offers the 
excellent suggestion that phases of the pure food 
problem be taught in high schools. That would 
be a very practical way of giving instruction in 
the chemistry that forms a part of the high school 
course and would arm students to resist the dope- 
sters. 
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THAT WICKED MINORITY. 

It is a small minority that is today using 
our convention system to defeat the will of 
a majority of the people in the choice of 
delegates to the Chicago convention.—The 
Colonel at Carnegie Hall.

That persons convicted of minor offenses 
should be permitted to pay their fines on the in- 
istallment plan, rather than that they should be 
sent to jail, was urged by Judge James A. Col- 
lins of Indianapolis in a speech at Chicago. 
The man with a few dollars can often escape 
the odium of imprisonment to whicno the penni- 
Sless offender must submit. Judge Collins indi- 
cates a practical way of making things more 
nearly equal. In declaiming against favoritism 
shown offenders of great wealth, surely some- 
thing is to be said about favoritism to offenders 
of small wealth. 
The term of imprisonment fixed in )iea cf a 
fine is commonly based on a very small per diem. 
The average man sent up for 30 or 60 days be- 
cause of inability to pay a fine could easily earn 
in that time double the amount assessed against 
Ihim. In all cases in which justice will be satis- 
fied with a fine, the installment plan of paying it 
should be the rule, under proper safeguard, rath- 
er than the exception, as at present. 
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A New York woman is grieving over the loss 
of an umbrella which she had owned 22 years.

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A DOUBLE BOOSEVELT SHOW.

A thorough in- 
vestigation of the waterworks would not be 
amiss.

All are gloved and 
thrown into the ring at once, the sur- 
vivor to win whatever may have been 
offered, 





WORKING “TEAM” 
ENERALLY two men of the five 
agree to “‘team’’ it. In other words 
they will work together to eliminate the 
other three and then fight it out them- 
selves. This arrangement leaves three 
men outside the “know,” two of whom 
pair off, while the odd man is jumped 
by the ‘‘team.’’ Thus the two on one 
speedily result in his being knocked out. 
Then the pair turns attention to the other 
two who are scrapping. They jump on 
the weaker one, mess him around until! 
he can't continue, and then batter the re- 
maining fighter out of the running. Then 
they may either scrap it out or end the 
farce by a “fake’’ knockout, agreeing to 
split the purse,

The widespread awakening of boxing, | 
extending even to foreign countries, has 
brought the rules under which the game 
is conducted under close scrutiny. Many 
faults have been noted, chief of which 
is the want of a modern code. The 
Queensberry rules are an elementary 
revision with the London prize ring 
rules and not adapted to the present- 
day limited-round contest. 


France has already taken the lead by 
establishing a revised code of conditions 
under which contests are to be held; but 
{t does not cever actual boxing condi- 
tions sufficiently. In the East an en- 
deavor is being made to establish a 
uniform code which will be observed 
throughout the country. If adopted it 
will be a guarantee against accident, 
foul fighting and in a measure against 


faking. 

Following are the principal points sug- 
gested: 

1. The ring must be covered with at 
least one inch of felt. must be between 
18 and 24 feet square and the posts must 
be at least one foot from the ropes they 
support, 

2. New gloves, weighing five ounces 
for middleweights and under, and eight 
ounces for heavyweights, and which have 
not been tampered with in any way, must

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FUNDS NEEDED TO 
WIN THE WAR ON 
TY MOSQUITOES 


Dr. W. H. Fuchs of the Health 
Board Also Favors Their 
Extermination. 





NO MONEY IS AVAILABLE 
Physician Shows How Conditions 
for Work Are Better in St. 
Louis Than Panama. 





The question of exterminating mos- 
quitoes is merely a question of getting 
the necessary funds, in the opinion of 
Dr. Walter H. Fuchs, medical member 
of the Board of Health. ‘ 

“The war on mosquitoes is important 
and necessary,” said Dr. Fuchs to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. “I would not 
give any other needed innovation pre- 
cedence over it, not even the proposed 
staff of visiting nurses or the free eye, 
ear and throat clinic for poor children. 

Cites Work in Panama. 

“The work done in Panama has shown 
that mosquitoes can be destroyed, and 
the work done there should be repeated 
here. But I don’t see, with the present 
resources, how we are going to under- 
take it. 

“Our Health Department expenditure, 
for all sanitary work, is but 14 cents 
per capita. In Chicago they spend % 
cents per capita in sanitary work, and 
expect to increase this to 40. In New 
York, which, being the great port of 
entry, has to meet more than ordinary 
requirements, they spend $1 per capita 
for this work. _, 

“T am not criticising the Mayor andi 
Comptroller. They are doing the best 
they can-to distribute the funds fairly. 
The trouble is that the Police Depart- 
ment takes what it wants, and other de- 
partments have to get along with the 
rest. 

Opposes Police Doctors, 

“The Police Department has lately 
added a corps of physicians to its staff, 
to treat members of the force free of 
charge, and I understand they are to 
receive $1200 to $1800 a year for this 
work, and are to have automobiles at 
the city’s expense. Why policemen 
should have free medical] treatment, any 
more than other city employes, I do not 
know. 

‘The medical employes of the Board 
of Health are underpaid. Not long ago 
one of the diagnosticians went to the 
City Treasurer's office to get his month- 
ly salary of $75, and a negro laborer 
standing at the window behind him 
grinned as he remarked that he made 
more than the doctor. The negro re- 
ceived $85. 

“Figures recently prepared for the 
board show that we have only $7000 a 
year to spend for fumigation, as com- 
pared with $13,000 six years ago. The 
board has grown weary of presenting 
requests for funds for new work, only 
to have them turned down.”’ 

Conditions Better Here. 

While the work in Panama is the 
model for that which the Board of 
Health is being urged to undertake in 
St. Louis, the difficulties here are much 
less than in that tropical city. J. A. 
LePrince, chief sanitary inspector of 
the Canal Zone, and one of Dr. Gorgas’ 
chief aids in the mosquito war there, 
has cited six conditions as favoring ex- 
termination of mosquitoes in the North, 
as compared with the tropics. These 
are: 

(1) Short breeding season; (2) drouth 
in middle season; (3) growth of vegeta- 
tion slow; (4) open ditches kept clean 
easily; (5) long periods between rains; 
(6) breeding places more accessible to 
inspectors. 

Methods of extermination apply equal- 
ly to all mosquitoes, but scientists make 
a distinction between the types of mos- 
quftoes which bite without conveying 
disease, and the pernicious anopheles, 
whose bite is now believed to be the 
only means by which malaria is trans- 
mitted. The fact that St. Louis is as 
free as it is from malaria is taken by 
physicians here as meaning that most 
of the mosquitoes here are not of the 
anopheles type.

The woman, Mrs. Violet McCarthy, 
separated from her husband, a waiter in 
Chicago, was arrested in her room at 
3003. Locust street, Wednesday, when 
the police heard of her associations with 
Koch. After long questioning she said 
that on the morning after the Steinberg 
robbery, Koch came home with two va- 
lises full of shirt waists and furs. He 
gave her the shirt waists, she said, and 
afterwards told her he had sold the furs 
for $30. 

Four of her waists were identified by 
representatives of the Steinberg com- 
pany as part of the plunder from their 
store. On this corroboration of the 
woman's story Rudolph issued an in- 
formation charging Koch with burglary 
and another charging the woman with 
receiving stolen goods, °
